Son. Mr. Tilley'a Budget Speech. 

The speech of the Finance Minister 
in introducing the Budget on the 10th 
ult. was an able elTort, ami was listen- 
ed to with tho profoundest attention by 

the House anclfSf^^^j CohCpurae of in- 
terested per.sons*iri.""-'tho Idbbiea Mr. 
Tilley was suflering from ill health, 
but this did not detract from the bril- 
liancy of the eflbrt. It is, of course, 
impossible in the limited space under 
our control to produce anything like a 
full report of tho speechj-and in pre- 
senting a mere outline we borrow large- 
ly from the Toronto il/oiV.- Mr. Tilley's 
opening remai-k, that the diflicuUies of 
his position had increased since he de- 
livered his Budget of 1873, was an ajit 
one. In no country in tho w'orld have 
financial changes taken^j^placeij' jwith 
greater rapidity than, ij'i Cahacla. In 
1S73, said jMr. Tilley, ho could look 
back to a period of surpluses attended 
by yearly lessening taxation. To-day 
he was hardly able to say what and 
how serious -were the difiiculties of tho 
country. Then, in 1873, we hiad pros^^ 
porous banks, a possible ' Pacific Kail- 
^Vay, pr6fi^U^'^n\anufactvu:^||^a^ great 
AVcst Indian Wd^ a' large tea 'trade. 
Everything appeared prosperous and 
promising. To-day these things in 
some cases were lessened, in some cases 
destroyed; but, though the cloud was 
upon us, he hoped that it had a silver 
lining. When the present Government 
took 'office they found .'?15,500,000 of 
maturing debt to be paid, and §3,000,- 
000 was owing to contractors, and lit- 
tle to pay with except the Fisher}' 
award. H was necessary for tho Fi- 
nance Minister to go to England at 
once. . His jiresenco in London was es- 
sential, and the result of his visit was 
the loan of .£3,000,000 sterling. At 
three o'clock on Friday, the Gth De- 
cember, about £1,700,000 sterling was 
tendertid for. On Monday, the 9th, 
the'balanc6'" was taken up.' ' On the 
12th tho first in.stalmont was paid, If 
it .should bo said that the loan ought to 
have been negotiated in j\I,'iy or Juno, 
when money was down to 2 and 3 per 
cent., instead of in December when it 
was at G and 7 per cent., he would ask 
Mr. Cartwright to give tlie rea,son. Ho 
regretted that he had not more time to 
prepare the tariH". Ho had a deficit of 
over two millions this year, and the 
industries of the country required pro- 
tection. Tho estimates were of course 
tho fii-st object of the Finance IMinis- 
ter'slatlentibn. The ' cstiinates of re- 
venue for the current year would be, 
he thought, .'?2 1,020,000, leaving a de- 
ficit of !?2,400,000 for this year. Last 
year it was $1,200,000. In rti)ite, 
therefore, of all tlio rctluctions, there 
will this year be the above serious defi- 
cit; and it was in view of this deficit, 
as v.'sll as in view of tho general policy 
of the Government, that the tariff had 
been readjusted. It is true thata large 
sum has been paid in Customs duties 
and that the estimates are based on 
economy, but this will not suffice. 
Next year he calculated on a revenue 
of .$2,000,000 more than last from Cus- 
toms. This was the initial statement 
of tho National Policy. In levying 
this additional amount, it is the policy 
of tho Government to protect the in- 
dustries of the people, as jiromised be- 
fore the elections. In the past the 
revenue of- Canada has decreased dis- 
proportionately to thftt of Fi-anco and 
England. The reason was that the 
duty of England and the Uuited 
States was largely .specific, and not ad 
valorem. Our imports were decreasing 
in values, and our revenues with them. 
Twenty-five per cent, in 1878 would 
not give more revenue than in 1873, in 
consequence of the increase in values. 
This should be born in mind by those 
who thought that tho Government 
were adding to the taxation of tho 
people. Mr. Tilley did not agree with 
those who denied that a balance of 
trade against us was of serious disad- 
vantage. He contrasted the- relative 
positions of England and the United 
States, showing that the balance of 
trade, from having been largely against 
the United States, liad now come to 
be $300,000,000 in its favor. It was 
about' 1873 that the United states be- 
gan to recover frotu the efiects of the 
war. Then Canada became a handy 
market for tho surplus goods of tho 
United States. T'hen the process of 
"slaughtering" began in Canada. 
American goods were entered above 
values and sold at low i^rices. Even a 
bounty, was given .on sugars, -and the 
tea trade was'in due ' time' transferred 
to the United States. Our West In- 
dia trade departed from us, and we 
could not expect in Canada auv mea- 
sure of prosperity while such a state of 
things lasted with the goodwill of any 
Government^' of Canada. Then we 
turn to the remedy for these things. 
Mr. Tilley did notentertain the idea that 
doing nothing at all was the duty of 
the Governnicui.. In tho first place, a 
larger proportionate share of our rev- 
enues must be derived from the 
JJnited, States than from England. In 
1865 tiie, United States abrogated the 
Eeciprocity Treaty. Since that time 
the gobd.s of the United ' SfeTco had 
largely been admitted free. It was 
hoped that this would induce the 
United States to deal as liljcrally 
by us, but this exjipctation was not 
realized. We would be compelled to 
•impose on^ tlie . Uriited -^States goods a 
-higher' share of "duty^than-^before, but 
coui)led with this condition, that when 
the United States were'willing to take 
off any portion of their duty we were 
ready to meet them. The Government 
were in favor of a reciprocity of tarifls 
in theriropeC?6f',aOJudici6us reciprocity 
of trade. The Governmeiit would also 
endeavor to recover our trade Avith the 
West Indies, and better our relations 
with France and Spain. The visit of 
Sir Alexander Gait to France and 
Spain had. been, made with this latter 
objijct, but'tlio^il^E^'cqultl not yet be 
brought. doS>ui. ,., i^^qn^id^

The mere 
payment of §5 per annum was as notlung 
compared with tho real benefit derived 
from a person who spent his two or three 
thousand dollars in the city, but did not 
happen to be a real estate owner or trades- 
man and was consequently not on the as- 
sessment roll. Householdera should bo 
allowed to vote. Tho principle was sound, 
for every householder had nioro or less 
interest in keeping tho house he lived in 
in good repair and must of necessity con- 
tribute to the welfare of a place. 

Hon. INfr. Beaven said tho municipal 
franchise differed vorj' widely, and very 
properly from tho logislntivo fmnchiao. 
Tho argument that because a resident ex- 
pended money in a municipality ho was 
entitled to a vote was absurd. Tho mere 
oxijondituro doubtless benefitted the place; 
but it might also benefit tho city of San 
Francisco or London. Actual contribu- 
tors at a certain rate to tho municipal re- 
venue should bb'.tlie only persons entitled 
to say how that revenue shall be expend- 
ed. This was tho fundamental principle of 
tho inunicip.al .system. 

Mr. Williams said tho interest on the 
waterworks was all paid by householders 
and he contended, therefore, that they 
wore taxpayers. 

Mr. Abrams supported the proposition 
to lower the franchise to a §2 qualifica- 
tion, but would oppo.se Mr. Wilson's later 
suggestion to increase it to §4. 

i\Ir. Helgeson thought tho amendmont 
was unjust and uncharitable; it was in- 
tended to disfranchise the great bulk of 
the people. 

Mr. Smithe would support tho amend 
mont. The real estate of a municipality 
is pledged for its debts and it is those 
only who paid taxes on it should bo enti- 
tled to vote. He thought it was possible 
HhatUn ruM municipalities a different sys- 
tem ■would' bo' more suitable. He woidd 
propose an amendment that in them the 
payment of §3 in taxes would beasufficient 
qualification. 

The clause was ninondod so that pay- 
ment of $5 in Victoria and Now West- 
minster and §3 in all other municipalities 
will constitute the right of franchise. 

SUrPLK.MENTARY ESTIMATES. 

Mr. Beaven presented a message from 
His Honor and tho supplomentaty esti- 
mates amounting to $3,773, and moved 
that tho message bo referred to the Oom- 
niittco of Sujiply. Carried. 

Mr. Galbraith in the Chair. 

On the item of S700 for police and gaols 
at Clinton, Mr. Wulkcm thought it would 
be a saving and the Government had re- 
solved to save as much as ^jossible. Tho 
policeman would bo a tax collector and 
his fees would amount to a sum nearly 
£3 much Hi) tile auiuuui placed on the esti- 
mates. 

Mr. Vernon wished to see a constable 
appointed for Okanagan ; it was a very im- 
portant district and deserved tho assist- 
ance of a constable to keep tho peace. 
There were two hundred white men there 
and a thousand Indians. He would urge 
the Government to make the appoint- 
ment. 

Mr. Saul thought it would be a saving 
to appoint the cohstiabld at Clinton and to 
mako him a tax collector without foes. 
He had recommended the matter long ago 

to tho Government. 
Passed. 

Mr. Abrams did not think that New 
Westminster should get twice as much as 
Nanaimo for her hospital. The sum of 
§1125 on the supplementaiy estimates was 
too much in proportion to tho sum given 
to his district. 

Mr. Walkem thought that Mr. Abrams 
ought to bo satisfied with tho sum given 
to Nanaimo. He was in favor of increas- 
ed hospital accommodatioiiandhe hoped to 
soe one in a centml position on the Main- 
l.md. 

Mr. Gallagher would ask tho Govern- 
ment if it was their intention to bring 
down any other supplementary estimates. 
The late Gold Commissioner at Kootonay 
was entitled to compensation. 

Mr. Walkem objected to any extrane- 
ous matter being introduced. 

Mr. Mara thought that a hospital 
should be built somewhere between Yale 
and Cariboo and tho members for Yale 
would guarantee a sum equal to any sum 
placed on the estimates for a hospital 
in that district ; he hoped tho Government 
would bring downJ additional supplemen- 
tary estimates. 

Mr. Vernon was extremely sorry to see 
that tho Government had resolved to give 
no hospital acconimodation to tho great 
centnil district of tho Mainland. 

Jlr. Saul said the people of tho interior 
had good reason to complain of tho neg- 
lect to supply them with hospital accom- 
modation. He thought Nanaimo witliin 
six hours by water of Victoria should not 
have any sum appropriated for hospitals. 
The central district of the mainland was 
badly treated. 

Mr. Evans thought a hospital should bo 
built at Cache Creek if the people of 
Yale .md Clinton district and their rep- 
resentatives would agree to subscribe a 
sum of $2,000 for the purpose; and that 
tho Government should give $2,000 more 
if they agreed to do so. 

The sum for hospitals passed. 

Two hundred and fifty dollars for 200 
copies of bird'seyo view of Victoria. 

Mr. Smithe wished to know of what 
use they would bo. 

Mr. Walkem would place them in tho 
lands and works office and in other places. 
He thought their cuKSulation would, be a 
credit to the Province. .

Yesterday morning at about 4i o'clock, 
the inmates of the Royal ,Oak Tavern, sit- 
iiated'at tho 'forkff' of tli'S.^iast and west 
Soanich roads, Wore awakened by the 

sound of some person knocking at the 
door. On rising tho proprietor, I\Ir. 
Camp, was startled to .see a man standing 
at tho door, l)arefoot and in a state of 
semi-nudity, and groaning in apparent 
agony of body and mind. The intruder 
was recognized as the Revrilri Bis^v tl"* 
lately appointed master of the Litke Dis- 
trict school. Ho explained in a few hur- 
ried words that ho retired to bed about 
ton o'clock tho nij;ht before at tho resi- 
dence provided for the schoolmaster of 
Lake, where he lived alone, and that 
some time afterwards ho was awakened by 
a sense of siiffdcatioii iiiid fouhd'iho build- 
ing on fire. In consequence of the dense 
smoke bo bad great dilliculty in making 
l)i.s escape and did not succeed before he 
had been fearfully burned about tho logs, 
body and head. He then dragged his 
painful way to tho Iloyal Oak where he 
was admitted and every possible attention 
paid to hini. He was in a pitiful state 
from the burns, h.tving lost his hair, eye- 
brows, and part of tho skin from hi.s face, 
legs and body, and tho only garniGut he 
had on (an undershirt) was partly burned. 
He was conveyed to the Royal Hospital 
in this city during tho day, .whore he was 
attended by Dr. Davie. We understand 
that his condition is precarious. A party 
visited the spot where the house stood 
and found only a few embers and charred 
sticks, tho remains of a watch and port- 
manteau, and some cooking utensils. 
Tho unfortunate gentleman is supposed 
to have fallen asleep while smoking a 
pipo and thus sot fire to tho premises. 
Mr. Rigg, a year or more ago, came to 
this counti-j- from .-Vustralia, where he was 
ono of tho most eloquent prcacliers con- 
nected with tlic Jletiiodi.st Church, and 
where his wife and family still reside.

but brought a small quantity into town; 
tho house u^about.^e!gat iniles from'tof^ 
and about' bnd-'third'of a n'iile "off the road; 
I also brought tho worm and still into 
town; Stoinbergor wius present when 
I found these articles; he admitted them 
to be his anil that tiiey woi'O there with 
his knowledge i ho denied that he had 
been distillingj yostorday. morning Stoin- 
burgericrolnntarily'admitted to me that he 
had been distilling; the stillhad been coii-' 
structed to look aa nearly as possible liko 
a boiler; tho worm and some of tho spirits 
wore placed in a shallow part of tho roof 
of the root-houso; tho stul was built up 
in brick with a furnace under; there was 
also a stand suitable for a worm; found 
tho neceasaty.' couplings to connect the 
boiler with the worm; tho spirits wcre-in 
bottles and demijohns, corked up; the 
defendant has no license to keep a still; 
ho has given no notice to tho Rovonno 
Department in accordance with the re- 
qnironients of the Act. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Drake — The 
boilor liad a largo pipe leading from it; 
defendant spoke of another man being 
mixed up in tho mattor with him; think 
ho said the man brouglit tho worm there; 
tho still wa.s not an ordinary boiler. 

lio-examined— Havo known the defen- 
dant since 1874; believed him to bo a 
farmnr; ho hua frequently told mo before 
and since tlte s«kar« ih&b he occupied the 
farm on which the still was found and 
had full control over it. 

D. Lindsay, Deputy Colloctor of Inland 
Rovenuo, testified to accompanying tho 
last witness to defendant's premises and 
to seeing the still, worm, appurtenances 
and spirits placed in front of defendant's 
dwelling house after they had been remov- 
ed from the root-house; witness assisted 
in bringing tho appliances into town. 

To Mr. Drake — Cannot sweartho spirits 
did not originally come from town; but 
I swear they wore taken from tho premises 
near Stoinbergor's house. 

Win. Gregory coroborated the evidence 
given by tho Inspector of Inland Reven- 
ue. He helped to dismantle the still 
which smelt strong of whiskey. 

Edward St. Germain deposed to having 
been employed on the defendant's farm; 
and was aware of the existence of tho still 
and worm in tho root-house. 

On application of counsel for tho da- 
fence the case was adjourned for one day.

INDIA. 

Laiiokk, April 2. — A .scjuadrou of 
the Tenth Hussars was swept away by 
the current while crossing the Cabul 
river near Jclallabad on the 31st of 
March. One lieuterianb and '40' mep 
are missing. Six teen: bodies have been 
recovered. 

LaiioI'-k, April 3. — The British 
troop.s under Capt Gough iiave defeat- 
ed 5,000 Afghauistans, killing 400. 
The British lost three oflicers and three

Berlin, April 3. — At a banquet 
given at Cologne on the occasion of the 
inauguration of Bismarck's statue, 
30,000 marks were collected for a 
statue of Count Von Moltke.

LoNDo.v, April 3 — The Chancellor 
of the E.xchequer presented the budget 
in the House of Commons to-ni^t.

Expendi- 
ture, £85,407,800. The latter in- 
cludes a credit for the Zulu war and 
other supplementary estimates. The 
expenditure for tho financial year end- 
ing March 31st, 1880, is estimated at 
.£81,153,000, and the revenue at £83,- 
055,000. This estimated expenditure 
does not include a further provision 
for the Zulu war nor tho payment of 
exchequer bonds, but tlie Chancellor 
hopes the surplus may prove sufficient 
to meet the Zulu expenses and to can- 
cel .£000,000 of exchequer bonds, 
leaving £4,750,000 in bonds from last 
year's voto of £6,000,000 credit to be 
provided for. 

The tobacco duty is readjusted in 
such a manner as to add twopence per 
pound on cigars. Tiie duty on tea and 
the income tax aro not changed. As 
an alternative -Ifortlicotp prefers to ask 
for power (o renew t such amount of 
exchequer bonds as imay ■ Be req'uired 
over another year, leaving the sinking 
fund untouched. 

A dispatch from Baveno says the 
Italian Government recently received 
an anonymous letter giving warning 
that an attempt would bo made to as- 
sassinate Queen Victoria between the 
frontier and Turin.
